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saint he at once desisted from persecuting the 
Hindus and allowed them to rebuild the demolish- 
ed temples at public expense. 

A similar story is told of Sultan Sikandar 
Lodhi of Delhi who wanted to destroy the Hindu 
temple of Thanaswar (Kangra) but was prevented 
from doing so by a Divine of his court.
